While no act 
of the general—or of the State—fed- 
eration is intended to be mandatory 
upon the individual clubs, the sugges- 
tions put forth by these bodies are 
generally adopted or adapted. It is a 
vast and closely-knit organization 
which has thus been bullt up—doubt- 
less the largest and most far-reach- 
ing organization in existence, infiu- 
encing as it does not only its indi- 
vidual members, but the homes and 
communities of its membership. 

In this State we have not only the 
General and State Federation organi- 
@ation and officers, but also district 
and county federations. The State 


question of increasing the num- 
ber of districts to nine, for the sake 
of bringing the scattered clubs into 
closer relation with one another and 
with the State Federation, is the most 
important before the convention. It 
means the breaking up of old rela- 
tionships and 


The plan outlined by the committee 
having the matter in hand met with 
cecided cpposition as well as approval. 
At first sight it seems as though 
there were danger that the machinery 
might overpower the organization. Be- 
side the annual meeting of the State 
Federation, the State officials and 
chairmen of committees meet for con- 
ferences and “councils."’ The districts, 
fully oficered and with a complete 
outfit of committees, hold four meet- 
ings a year and have various official 
conferences; where there are county 
federations, these are likewise fully 
oficered and hold their public meet- 
tings and official councils.

UNITED STATES 
OF THE BALKANS. 


Confederacy Will Rise from 
Ferment in the East. 
Servia, Montenegro, Albania 
to Form the Triangle. 


Bulgaria and Other Slavic 
Nations Will Follow. 


BY DAMON PATROSCH. 


CETTINJE April 30.— [Special 
Dispatch] The United States of the 
Balkans are about to arise out of the 
ferment of upheaval in this near Kan. 
The plans are now being licked into 
shape here, at Avolona and at Bel- 
grade. The union at first will include 
Servia, Montenegro and Albania. 


Later it ls expected that Bulgaria and 
the Slav and other non-Germanic 
States of Austro-Hungary will come 
into the federation. 

Austria's knowledge of these nego- 
tiations which have been gol for- 
ward quietly since last November is 
the real cause of her desperate de- 
termination to saddle Albania with en 
alien sovereign and so gerrymander 
the Balkan frontier demarcations as 
to keep the former portions of old 
Servia still asunder. 

For the present Servia and Monte- 

will continue as independent 
States with the reigning houses con- 
tinued as they are now, but the diplo- 
matic representation abroad is to be 
in the hands of the Servian Foreign 
Ministry. The customs and army are 
to be unified as rapidly as possibie, 
the way for this unification 
of the two kingdoms after the death 
of King Peter of Servia, dy the 
coronation as King of Servia and 
Montenegro of Crown Prince Danielo 
of Montenegro, who represents the line 
of old Servia native royalty. In the 
meantime it is expected that events 
will have so shaped themselves that 
all the Balkan States can ally them- 
selves under this purely Serb dynasty 
—@estroying forever the entangle- 
ments and humiliation of serving un- 
imported sovereigns.

Prizes for Health, Not for 
Frocks Nor Ribbons.

Babies, simply babies, are the su- 
preme inte of Mrs. Mary Terrill 
Watts of Audubon, Towa, who is the

Mrs. Watts is the mother of the 
Baby Health Contests now finding 
favor in several States; in fact, she 
originated the movement which’ 
promises to result in as lively an in- 
terest in babies as has been long felt 
in fine stock or rare plants. Mra. 
Watts is president of the American 
Baby Health Centest Association. She 
is chiefly concerned in seeing babies 
strong and wen nourished. She 
doesn’t care for dimples, nor sunny 
curls, nor a peaches-and-cream com- 
plexion; at least, these things interest 
her only so far as they are indications 
of a sound little body and the prom- 
ise of a vigorous mind. 

As a loyal lowa woman Mrs. Watts 
observed with pride and satisfaction 
the steady improvement recorded each 
year in cattle, in swine, in fruits and 
in flowers as evidenced in the annua! 
exhibits at county and fairs. 
This improvement was stimulated 
among farmers and stockmen by 
tempting awards of premiuma, 
through lectures by experts, and in 
every way possible. But she failed to 
see a like advance tn the condition ot 
children, and so she conceived the 
idea of baby health contests as a 
means of stimulating in parents an 
intelligent interest in their children’s 
physical welfare. 

It took Mrs. Watts some time to 
work out her idea in a practical way. 
A system of measurement had to be 
devised for determining accursmtely 
the symmetrical development off a 
child. It occurred to her that no bet- 
ter course could be followed than 
that which had resulted in gtving her 
State an enviable place in the produc- 
tion of live-stock. 

Dr. Margaret V. Clark, a practicing 
physician, got up the score card by 
which babies were to be measured. 
It follows very closely that used for 
live stock.

One hundred thousand acres of the 
Angeles Forest Reserve will shortly 
be taken from that great area of the 
government domain and thrown open 
to settlement to citizens of the United 
States under the homestead act.
